Our army was
considerably depleted by stragglers, in-

cluding a number of officer, who will
bo disgracefull dismissed, several for
deertion.

Col. Moody, of tho 74lh Ohio, is
wounded ; Col. Charles Anderson. 93d
Ohio, .Col. Nick Anderson, 6th Ohio,
and Col. John F. Millar wounded, but
did not leave the field Col. Williams,
25th Illinois, killed; Lieut. Col. Hull,
37th Indiana, wounded but not danger-
ously. We had about 25 field officers
killed and as many wounded. Lieut.
Cob Tanner, reported killed, is wounded
and a pri-one- r. The Chicago Board of
Trade battery, which behaved gallantly,
lost four killed and eight nounded. in-

cluding Lteut.Griifin.wounded. Loom-i- s

Michigan b.ititry lost 1 killed IS
wounded and 13 horses killed.

A rview of the field of battle' since
the evacuation, shows that the et.emr
were much more formidably pos ed than
we had developed ever before by terrif-
ic fighting.

This overwhelming force attacked Slior-ma- n

on Mon .ay, forced him to fall back
to tho first line of rebel iutrenchments;
the fortifications extend from tho city 6
miles. Sherman's forces had fought
their way within two miles of the city
when attacked by this superior force.
